THOUSANDS RESCUED FROM 
ARKANSAS TOWNS 


Crisis in Mississippi Valley Overflow Is ‘Imminent. 
Danger Now Is All Below Memphis, Where Lives and 


Property Depend Upon Str ength of Lebees Suffering 


Among Homeless.

EMPHIS, April 8.—The criala in 
the Mississippi Valley flood is 
imminent. Chief anxiety cen- 
ters in the situation south of Mem- 
phis. If the dykes of Arkansas, Mis- 
sissipp! and northern Louisiana hold 
for another thirty-six hours, then the 
valleys of the Delta and the Yazoo 
south of Memphis will be spared. 

State and government officials say 
the dykes on the eastern banks of the 
Mississippi will withstand. the tre- 
mendous pressure that will be exert- 
ed by the flood’s crest. 

Nevertheless they are apprehensive 
and fear of breaks along the western 
dykes is shown by the abandonment 
of homes and villages in the lowlands 
from Helena south. 

Stirring stories of the rescue of the 
refugees in upper Arkansas. have 
reached Memphis. One thousand or 
more persons marooned in Wyanoke, 


fering. Reports were verified amply. 
In a church were found scores of 


refugees. As the water rose, the 


refugees built scaffolding with poles 
and thus kept their heads above the 
surface.. On high ground and in the 


attics of houses near Wyancke, hun- 


dreds were found. All were taken to

I. W. W. then retreated in confusion 
and made no attempt to return. 

Every Hoquiam mill, which resumed 
operation one week ago under pro- 
tection of the citizens’ police, is still 
operating and their forces are in-

April 8.—The 
effort of the Gray's Harbor mills to 
resume work in full today was unsuc- 
cessful. The 1800 mill employees 
who are members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, are on strike 
for $2.60 a day and recognition of the 
union. The employers offer $2.25 a 


day and refuse to hire members of 


the Industrial Workers of the World. 
A crowd of strikers surrounding a 
mill at Hoquiam today was dispersed 
by the mill's fire hose and a number 
of the strikers were clubbed by the 
police, .who were led by Sergt 
Harfiwick. 

In Aberdeen the strikers are not 
permitted to hold parades or meet- 
ings, but in Hoquiam the Mayor, Rev. 
Harry Ferguson, is friendly to the 
strikers and has maintained order 
among them. The attempt to tle up 
a large Tacoma mill has failed com- 
pletely. 

The station men, who are working- 
men with small contracts and there- 
fore not directly wage workers, were 
permitted to resume work on the 
Canadian Northern construction in 
British Columbia today. They are on 
good terms with the Industrial Work- 
ers.

Canadian Official Sounds a Warn- 

ing to Quarantine Against the

VANCOUVER (B. C.) April t— 
4 warning to Canadian health of- 
clals to be on the lookout for cases 
of leprosy from the Hawallan Islands 
is contained in an article by B. G. 
Dougher of this city, published here 
today. Mr. Dougher has just returned 
from Honolulu and declares that an 
alarming increase in the number of 
lepers on the islands had been re- 
corded in recent years. Dr. Carl 
Ramus, chief quarantine officer, of 
the port of Honolulu, Dougher says, 
estimates that one out of every sixty- 
four native Hawalians is a sufferer 
from the disease. The medical of- 
ficer charges that the spread of lep- 
rosy is due to lax administration of 
segregation laws and is the result of 
political corruption.” 

Through the kindness of Dr. Ramus, 
Mr. Dougher says, he was permitted 
to go through the Honolulu reveiving 
station for the lepers on the island of 
Molokal. | 

“No attempt seems to have been 
made,” he says, “to prevent lepers 
from wandering through the streets 
of Honolulu every night. That such 
wanderings of lepers is not occasional 
is shown by Dr. Ramus's statement 
that he had personally seen five in- 
mates of this receiving station in a 
moving picture show in the city.”

MACKAYE INDULGES IN | 

IMPECCABLE EUGENICS. 
BY WILLARD H. WRIGHT. 

With the possible ¢éxception! of Upton 
Sinclair's “The Naturewoman,” it is safe 
to say that Percy Mackaye's Tomorrow“ at- 
tains the well-earned preeminence of be 
ing the most vapid and absurd play which 
America has yet produced. 

It may de best deseribed as Brieux’s 

Goods” rewritten for the indell- 
by the Rev. Dr. Sylvanus Stall. 
Though the play deals with scrofula, the re- 
quirements of eugenics, humah propaga 
tion, the physical “crossing” of incompe- 
tents, the laws of hereditary diseases, the 
insanity which follows spirochete infec- 
tion, and the advisability of breeding people 
like cattle—not a word or a reference is 
there throughout the three acts which could 
offend the most hypocritical. 

Therein lies the keynote of the play; it 
is a verbal hypocrisy from beginning to 
end—eugenics sugar-coated for the bash- 
ful. The characters one and all resort to 
metaphysical rumble-bumble whenever the 
question of sex comes up, which is in every 
scene. Vague allusions, symbolism, innuen- 
does, references to flowers; shifty-eyed, 
what-a-young-girl-ought -to-know verbiage; 
references to stock breeding in ancient 
Egypt; dashes, caesuras, asterisks, whis- 
pers, gestures, riddles—anything to avoid 
mentioning the subject upon which the 
play is written. Not a character has the 
moral fortitude to mention the thing that 
he or she is continually talking about. 
Everyone seems to be waiting for the other 
person to have the courage of frankness. 
But no one has sufficient daring, and so the 
dialogue of “Tomorrow” is comprised entire- 
ly of metaphysical jargon and verbalistic 
hide-and-seek. Even when the exigencies of 
the plot callfor a mention of “evolution” this 


. “Tomorrow” is “ad- 
vanced” puritanism—a Mendeliah phan- 
tasy for babes. 


Psychologically, so far as it is possible 
to judge, “Tomorrow” is the result of su- 
perfcial reading along various lines of lit- 
erature. The influence of the first and only 
| Shavian can be detected in more than one 
place, but in his imitations Mackaye has 
selected the most un-Shavian of Shaw's 
passages: This young Harvardian lacks 
both the wit and the daring of the author 
of “Man and = 

Then there are decided traces of Mendel 
(between the lines;) and Brieux, diluted 
and sweetened, has been poured over every 
page. Nietzsche has added his quota to 
Mackaye’s dramatic tract, and the Maeter- 
linck of “Serres Chaudes” and “Princess 
Maleine“ has been revived for us in the 
dialogue of the second act. 

The story of “Tomorrow” is this: Mana, 
the daughter ot a botanist, loves a Senator 
who, according to rumor, is the son of a 
“tainted” father. Mark, the botanist’s gar- 
dener, finding out that the Senator has in- 
hérited the “taint,” tries to kill him. Where 
upon Mana decides that, according to Men- 
del, she should marry the gardener for the 
betterment of the race. 

From the standpoint of dramatic tech- 
nique “Tomorrow” fails to meet any of the 
requirements of the modern drama. Its 
theme, while not fundamentally undramatie 
(witness “Ghosts” and “Damaged Goods’) 
is handled in its one yndramatic aspect. 
The first act, consisting largely of unintelli- 
gible and evasive dialogue, is without either 
consecutiveness or form. The chafacters

tion. Wen one set of characters has ex- 

hausted its vocabulary of innuendo a sec- 

ond set enters and discusses eugenics from 

4 different, though equally veiled, point of 
ew. 

/The first half of the second act reads like 
a burlesque imitation of the dialogue of 
the early French symbolists; and later 
drops, without warning or preparation, into 
such crude melodrama that a parallelism 
could not be found even in the plays of Hal 
Reld. Without provocation the gardener 
huris the Senator over a precipice. This 
sensational device has no bearing on 
the theme of the play, inasmuch as 
it is unwarranted by preceding events, and 
has no effect on subsequent events other 
than to the Senator off the stage dur. 
ing the act. But, since Mackaye arb! 
trarily moves his puppets on and off the 
stage, it was quite unnecessary to have re- 
sorted to violence in order to have secured 
the Senator’s absence. 

The last act is drawn out over twenty 
minutes, apparently for no other reason 
than to let us know that the Senator win 
live, and to inform us that the heroine and 


the gardener are going to marty and raise 


superior children. But, masmuch as we 
knew the latter fact in the first act; and 
inasmuch as it was unnecessary that the 
Senator should have been hurled over the 
precipice, the last act resolves itself log- 
ically into a dramatic superfiuity. 

= oO is futile and absurd as a 
drama, it is even more preposterous as & 
treatise on eugenics. Mackaye’s applica- 
tion of partiallv-understood biological laws 
to the incredible automata of his play is 
too puerile to demand refutation. To as 
sume the advisability of a mating between 
the superfeminist as represented in the 
person of Mana, who shows unmistakable 
sians of halluctnosis and dementia praecox

It is imperative that your honorable 
body immediately take up the con- 
sideration of Mr. Mulholland's report 
on the distribution of the aqueduct 
water. This report contemplates the 
construction of a trunk line carrying 
water through the Cahuenga hls to 


and thence to Los Angeles and to the 
Cahuenga. Inglewood and Redondo 
districts; also a line to the Providen- 
ein and Glendale districts; one to the 
Maclay district; one to the Mission 
district and one to the proposed 
Chateworth reservoir covering the 
Chatsworth and Fernando districts. 
The most important ef these lines 
and that which should be built first 1 
the one through the Cahuenga hills. 
It involves the construction of a 4000- 
foot tunnel, which will require con- 
siderable ‘time, and I would recom- 
mend that your honorable body recom- 
such action as may be necessary to 
enable the Bureau of Water Works and 
Supply to begin work on this line at 
once. I would recommend also that 
this line be constructed of a capacity 
of at least 6500 miner's inches. That 
will supply the present needs of the 
city and supply water for a portion 
of the arable lands in the Cahuenga, 
Inglew and Redondo districts. 
This line, of course, will be but a 
part of the great distributing system 
of the aqueduct water. In preparing 
the plan for the complete distributing 
system, I believe that all lands which 
can be served profitably should be in- 


| cluded. This should mean many thous- 


and acres more t our surplus 
waters will supply adequately. It 
will be necessary to extend our sys- 
tem to cover more land than can be 
yserved adequately, because much of 
this acreage probably will not demand 
water for years to come, and we must 
put our waters to beneficial use at 
the earliest possible moment. Other- 
wise we not only will lose revenue, 
but we cannot keep the full amount 
of water running through our power 
plants, thereby causing a great loss 
in the development of power. 

— 1 urge upon your honorable body 
to take this matter up at once. 

I helteve that it should be the poll- 
ey of the city to fix a uniform price 
per inch at which the water shall be 
delivered, and to guarantee so far as 
possible the continued use of 
water by those first applying for and 
using it, until the city itself requires 
the water, if it ever does; that is to 
gay. that priority of use shall give 
priority of right, to the use of the 
water as against everybody except the 
ohn self: also that the city will not 
mold water in reserve for lands not 
using it, when other lands, perhaps 
leas advantageously situated, will use 
it.

Dr. Whitman, head of the County 
Hospital, states that the plans for a 
sanatorium at San Dimas are now 
well under way. 

“The Supervisors have assured me 
that they will reserve the stone quar- 
ry site near San Dimas for the build- 
img of a sanatorium for tuberculosis 
tients,” said Dr. Whitman. “The 
building we erected here two years 
ago for tuberculosis patients is 
overcrowded, the mortality is 
high. A large group of smal! bulld- 
ings would be best.“ 

It is the consensus of opinion 
among the workers that the State 
should appropriate a sum not less 
than $150,000 for the building of the 
sanatorium and that it would be main- 
tained by the county. Room for 200 
patients is desired at the outset. 

Mrs. L. Von Wagner of the Los An- 
geles Housing Commission has been 
borrowed by the Tuberculosis Com- 
mission and is making an 282 
tion of the disease in the slum 
tricts of San Francisco, Sacramento, 
Oakland and Stockton. 

Women of this city and Pasadena 
have taken up the fight against tu- 
berculosis. Mrs. Andrew Stewart 
Lobingier, president of the Women's 
City Club, has made an exhaustive 
investigation of conditions in this 
vicinity and reported on the results 
to the Friday Morning Club. Other 
women's organizations have active 
tuberculosia sections for the study of 
the problem and the working out of 
preventive measures.
